Ro far as the western world la concerned 
the Malay Is a sea nomad. Thews who have 
settled in New York came there as seamen, 
who intended to return by the same ship, but 
who by accident or other cause were obliged 
to remain until they were more or Isaa at- 
tached to their new home. In tho years they 
have grown by accretion until they form a 
legitimate colony silWlar to thane of the 
('bilieee, the Italians and the I’olacks. 
This colony rises and falls in number 
a* cording to the nationality of foreign 
seamen in |>ort. It never falls below 
300, and sometimea rises ns high ns 1,M0. 
The Malay, contrary to popular Isdief, is not 
a pure blooded race, so far as tho New York 
representatives are concerned. A loading 
man in the Hlxth ward, Nik de la I'rux, has 
the build of a FalstatT, a round, full face, 
more like a German's than of anv other nation- 
ality a warm sepia romp a* ion, long bluo 
black hair that breaks in heavy curls upon 
liis shoulders, and the physiognomy of an ideal 
philanthropist.

Mulatto, a 
third, is almost Kuro|waii in Ids physiognomy, 
l>ut as dark as a- Igiuisiana negro in hair and 
tkln. Theso differences are, perha|M, attrib- 
utable to the fact that most of those in tho 
metn>|>olis come from Manilla and other 
Malay seaport*, w lie re from time immemorial 
there has been n constant iiumvgi nat i* m of 
all the Oriental races.

I.lke all the eastern people, they arc habit- 
uated to the practices made needful by a 
dense |iopulntion. No matter where they are 
they crowd together It is not uncommon 
for fifteen or twenty to shop together in a 
room of 1'J by 30 dimensions.
